“perfection of reason,” upon the whole, wise, 
tional and befitting a greatand enlightened nation. 
Tonly allude to the mode of administering these 
principlesya mode inherited from Norman French 
robber-lawyers, refined by the scholastic pedantry 
of the middle ages, and carefully preserved by 
English lawyers of a latter date, as a sort of mys- 
terious knowledge, the acquisition of which raises 
them in the cye of the uninitiated, and fills their 
pockets with the earnings ofthe hard-laboring peo- 
ple.

If this bantling is rejected, some years will 
elapse, it is trate, before another convention will be 
called; but that body, guided by experience, is al- 
most certain (0 confine tg action toa few simple, 
but thorough reforins, (not mere tinkering,) and to 
present us-with a constitution acceptable to the 
people. ‘The time and money spent in order to 
get the present one before the people will be by no 
means lost, if this result can be obtained, ‘The 
next convention, by knowing what they ought not 
to do, will have a pretty certain guide to direct 
them what to do,

“OnAhe.26th day of August, 1818, the people of| 
the state of Einois, in convention, at Kaskaskia, 
adopted their present constitution, Under this old 
constitution we have lived and prospered, for near 
thirty years, and-during that period no instance of 
individunt suffering or oppression occasioned by its 
operation, bas come to the knowledge of the pub- 
lic. ‘The old constitution is a tried instrument. It 
thas a setthed judicial construction, .and however 
much that construction may have contributed to 
the disaffection which has existed toward it, in es- 
timating its advantages, the yalue of such a con- 
struction, by enabling us to conform with certainty 
to ils provisions with no greater inconvenience {han 
we have experienced-for thirty years, cannot. be 
A spe eas 5 bs 5 .

The supreme court, an Monday, gave a decision, 
whjch is ol maneh interest to stockholders of bank 
ing or other incorporated institutions. In the ease 
of Millacoun vs. the Carrollton Bank, it was deci- 
ded bya former snpreme court that 2 stockholder 
voluntarily paying up his stock in full, was, on the 
Hiquidation of a bank and the division of its’ asset 
entitled to the full extent of his extra payments, to 
a preference over those stockholders who bad only 
paid up their stock to the extent of the instalmens 
ti been officially called on. Under that de- 
cision a stockholder who had paid up his abares to 
ths full amount of one hundred dollars each, whilst 
the other stockbolders had only paid up fifty dollars 
would be entitled, first, to recover bis extra. fifty 
dollars before any payments were made in the others, 
with whom he would then come in on a footng Of 
equality. The present decision reverses the former 
one, and declares that the full paid shares possess 
no preference over the half paid ones, excepting, 
ol course, that they count as twofor one, but tbat 
they are only entitled to the same pro rata per cent- 
age in the liquidation or division of the assets on 
the half shares.

Messrs. Fditore:—During the past week it has 
deen my pleasure to attend {wo or three meetings 
‘of the Colonization Society of this city—to which 
the public generally were respectfully invited—to 
hear an animated discussion upon the merits and 
the objects of that organization. As you may read- 
ily infer, from the character of the society, and the 
high-standing of the distinguished gentlemen who, 
as was generally understood, would take part io the 
discussion, the meetings were highly interesting, 
and the efforts of the speakers, in the main, both 
instructive and entertaining. ‘The discussion was 
designed to be confined strictly to the merits of the 
colonization question 5 but, unable to meet his op- 
ponents fairly and vindicate bis position with sound 
Jogic and conclusive reasoning, one of the speaker 
sho volunteered to maintain the justice and feasi 
bility of colonization, took oceasion to drag in and 
denounce the Mexican war, and to stigmatize bis 
‘own government with that innumerable host of de- 
‘grading appellations which are so notoriously com- 
mon to the depreeatory blackguardism of pot-house 
debate. The speaker reminded ine of a familiar 
character often illustrated by anecdote. A pedan- 
tic professor of the healing art was summoned to 
administer the requisite balm to allay the insupport- 
able burnings of tormenting fever. With hisaceus- 
tomed pomposity the nostrum was hastily adminis- 
tered but, strange to aver, the unfortunate patient 
was thrown, almost instantly, into the most exeru- 
ciating spasms. A friend of the afllicted imminedi- 
ately suggested to the knight of (he lancet, that his 
Victin was writhing unler the inevitable consequen - 
ces of the nauseating dose. “Ah! you do not com-

that tine. The daily ration to consist of one pound of 
fresh beof or fresh pork, oF three-fourths of a: pound of 
salt pork, and of threo.fourths of a quart of corn or of 
corn meal, oF of one pound of wheat lour Lo each person, 
and of four quarts of salt for every one hundred per- 
sons 

The number removed since the tstof June is obout 
twenty-five, and it is estimated that there are about threo 
thousand yet east of the Mississippi to be removed — 
Measures have been taken by the Indian Department to 
facilitate their early emigration, but the si(uation of the 
Indians is such that it is impossible, at the present tine, 
to indicate the number of those still cast who will de
